Potato harvest, on a email scale, already has started in the 
Twin Falls area and produce men in the Burley-Rupert area 
expect the harvest in their area to get under way durinfc tta 
first week in September. Prices, generally, are good. Some 
potato dealers are looking for a slight drop, in price by the 
time the harvest hits its peak while others e|fcert v prices to 
remain firm.' v ' ■ * ' 

Although the- harvest actually ~h'as itajt*rirPfEe Twisv 
Falls area, the general early harvest probably will not begin 
until next" Monday, produce 
dealers report. In other words, 
the general 1 harvest through- 
out the valley will awing into 
high gear early in September. 

An unconlumed report In Twin 
Falls Monday waa that one area 
fanner had been paid $535 an acre 
for his potatoes with culls and seed 
to be returned to him. Some farm- 
ers on the north side are reported 
to have received $M0 for their po- 
tatoes, delivered at the warehouse. 

One Burley dealer, in commenting 
on these prices, said they are not as 
high as they appear at first. If the 
potatoes run 300 sacks to the acre 
and are between 80 and TO per cent 
D. S. Ho. l's, the price Is low, If 
anything, he said.

TROUBLES IN FRANCE 
The French franc has taken another clip, 
and with it dip the hopes that the Plnay gov- 
ernment is long for this world. He's not out 
yet, but the fiscal handwriting Is on the wall. 

The latest dido of the mercurial franc ac- 
companied warnings by the French defense 
minister that France was In for more eco- 
nomic trouble if she didn't get more orders 
for military goods from the United States. 

France had been counting on more than 
600 million dollars worth of such orders, but 
It loolcs like she will gut less than a third 
0/ that. 

TTiat may well mean that France will have 
to cut' her armament program, which in turn 
will mean a lot of workers thrown out of 
Jobs. The thought of that doesn't help any 
the Plnay goverament'o chances of remaining 
In power. 

But Plnay, himself, who has based hLs en- 
tire government program on a reasonable, 
middle-of-the-road approach, has middle-of- 
the-road answers to his latest difficulties. 
' If more money Is not forthcoming from 
America, he says, then that is that and noth- 
ing can be done about It. So by more econ- 
omies here and there — he named them — 
Prance might still be able to make it. 

And as If the Plnay government wasn't 
having enough trouble, Its opposition will be 
drumming up all the criticism it can think of 
between now and the next meeting of parlia- 
ment In October. 

Plnay, whose government gamble was to 
somehow stabilize the franc and to extract a 
little more from this country than has thus 
far been forthcoming, could of course solve 
the whole thing by either raising taxes or 
making a reasonably thorough collection of 
those already In existence, but there Is no 
chance of It. That would cause another gov- 
ernment upheaval, sure enough. 

Meantime, ordinary Frenchmen and Amer- 
ican tourists alike, thronged the French 
beaches, watched or took part in the frantic 
money changing In the falling franc, and 
hoped, In an August holiday sort of way, for 
the best.

PETTY POLITICS 

If General Elsenhower should lose the elec- 
tion, Senator Everett Dlrksen of Illinois will 
probably Join Tom Dewey as at least a partial 
architect ol defeat In what started out as a 
propitious political year. 

The Illinois senator made enemies for him- 
self with his personal and unnecessary at- 
tack on Dewey at the Republican convention. 
He made a bad impression on several thou- 
sand delegates and alternates, important 
members In their communities and In their 
local political organizations. 

Before leaving Chicago, many Important 
and humble Republicans expressed the hope 
that "Ike would keep that man Dlrksen, along 
with Dewey, out of the campaign." 

Now, Dlrksen makes the unsubstantiated 
charge that "Stevenson was the worst gov- 
ernor of Illinois" in SO years. Every fair and 
thinking voter In Illinois knows that this Is 
not true. The honor— or dishonor—probably 
goes to Gov. Dwlght Green, whom Stevenson 
defeated by 572,000. 

To make it worse, Dlrksen continues to re- 
vive Stevenson's Hiss affidavit, and makes the 
unpardonable statement that the governor's 
divorced wife plans to vote against him. How 
petty can a politician get — and how Il- 
logical? 

Fortunately, Ike has no sympathy with 
these tactics, any more than he agrees with 
the Dlrksen-Jenner-Capehart faction of 
foreign affairs. But with Eisenhower silent 
at the moment. It may bo the utterances of 
the Dlrkaena that will bo remembered and 
resented on Nov. 4.

"Ike" may reveal certain personal details not hither- 
to known, if the Democrat* defend the*e postwar 
and wartime decisions — Yalta and Teheran — by 
charging that the OOP candidate was a party to them. 
He may tell how frustrated he. Gen. Omar N. Brad- 
ley and den. George Patton felt when ordered to halt 
their advance into Germany. Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia. 

FURIOUS— In fact. It Is understood they were so 
furious there was talk of public protests and possible 
resignations But these possibilities were dismissed 
because of the extremely critical nature of the crisis. 
Moreover, at that time It was not expected by our 
military commanders that Truman would confirm ail 
these unwise concessions to Stalin at Potsdam. 

As for Korea, "Ike" never was consulted on that 
issue. His only connecUon with that "police action" 
was the discovery that It deprived him of men, wea- 
pons and supplies promised to his antl-BussIan de- 
fense In Europe. 

PLANS— Ironically, General Bradley's memoirs, "A 
Soldier's Story," confirms this Elsenhower version, 
although It does not give the whole story. Now head 
of the Joint chiefs of staff. It was "Ike's" companion- 
In -arms who was to brief both the nominees on mili- 
tary matters under Truman's original proposal. 

Bradley, on page 535. tells how "Ike" radioed Bta- 
Un about his plans for a cleanup. Eisenhower wanted 
to send Marshall Montgomery to sel» Denmark and 
capture Oermah peri* on the North sea. 

General Devers was to push into Austria. Bradley's 
forces were to advance to Berlin. Although the Rus- 
sians were nearer the capital, the Germans Intended 
to hold them off while they tried to surrender to the 
western allies. Captured documents make that clear. 

COST— "When Eisenhower asked me," writes Brad- 
ley, "what I thought it might cost to break through 
from the Elbe to Berlin, I estimated 100,000 casual- 
ties. 

"A pretty stiff price to pay for a prestige objec- 
tive," I said, "especially when we've got to fall back 
and let tha other fellow (the Russians— Ed. note) toko

"Had the occupation zones not yet been established 
<by Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin— Ed. note)" con- 
tinues Bradley, "I might have agreed that the attack 
would be politically worthwhile. But I could see 
justification for talcing casualties In the capture of 
a city we would promptly hand over to the Russians. 
Even prestige could not compensate for those , addi- 
tional heavy losses." 

Thus it was Truman's present military expert, not 
"Ike," who advised against heading off the Russians 
And, as our top ground commander in Europe, Brad- 
ley waa accepted as an authority on questions oi 
tactics and str stogy. 

HARSH— Truman's military aide has some harsh 
words to say about the Roosevelt -Truman -Church 111 
Stalin arrangement for occupation zones in defeated 
Germany. These wncs had been drawn by the Euro- 
pean advisory commission In London, which was head- 
ed by the late aovernor Wlnant, New Hampshire, who 
later committed suicide. Says Bradley: 

"They were haggled over at Quebec, approved at 
Yalta and finally forwarded for compliance to us In 
the field . . . But we wero to have no corridor, no 
assurance, no speclflo guarantee of passage through 
the Russian sone. Instead, Berlin was to be con- 
stituted In trust as a symbol of unity among the 
allies. 

'Thla Isolation of Berlin offended me primarily be- 
cause It violated one of the fundamental tenet* of 
logistics. In fighting a battle, I would never have as- 
sumed responsibility for a sector unless I was certain 
I could have supplied it. 

"In the supply of Berlin we were to be totally de- 
pendent upon tho good will of the Soviets. And de- 
pendence, I teamed as a boy in Missouri, iloca not 
make for the best neighbors." 

Bradley might have added that another Mlnsmirlan 
did not learn that lesson, as "Ike" may note If ho Is 
held responsible for presidential gullibility.

'We need money now because the 
outcome of the primaries In several 
states this summer, rather than the 
elections in November, will deter 
mine who will represent those states 
in the senate. 

"If Senator McCarran, described 
In th* enclosed item, wins, hi 
most assured of reelection. Had 
enough of him 7 or do you want 
six yc&ra more of the 5ame7 We 
think this gentleman should be re- 
tired to private life and we ar< 
working toward that end. Do you 
agree with us? If so, please send 
a generous check today." 

This- bore a rubber-stamp signa- 
ture of Frederick C. McKee, Pitts- 
burgh, who was listed as "chair- 
man." Goldsmith was "secretary.' 
Westmore Wlllcox. whoever he may 
be, was "treasurer." 

The Impudence of this HtUe bund 
of self -Important easterners of rad- 
ical political view In asking people 
at random whether they had had 
enough of a senator from a state 
other than their own seems not to 
have occurred to McKee, Goldsmith, 
Wlllcox or anyone else concerned. 

The plain Implication that for- 
eigners to the state of Nevada 
might properly use money to frus- 
trate the normal exercise of the 
franchise by the citizens of the 
state Is equally Interesting. 

In Who's Who. Wlllcox describes 
himself as a banker and "financial 
consultant." He was a partner of 
Dillon Reed, International bankers. 
In charge of European business. He 
also took several assignments from 
the Marshall plan to arrange for 
gltts of American money abroad.

"When he tries to Indicate how 
right he has been in wanting the 
United States to protect Ittelf in the 
far east It can be called to public 
attention that on a major measure 
he did not even bother to indicate 
his position," Goldsmith 
Franklin. 

A memorandum circulated among 
the "officers" and "directors" of the 
committee in 1948 told them "for 
your Information" that It had made 
certain contributions.

If children could go barefooted, 
their feet would be more comfort- 
able and many of the Ills they en- 
counter In laWr years, such as corns, 
would not bother them. Their feet 
would develop normally, no crum- 
pled overlapping toes, no aching In- 
steps. But they cannot go barefoot; 
they must wear shoes. That means 
we must select those shoes with the 
Krentest care, making certain that 
they fit correctly. 

Fitting a child's shoes to his feet 
Is no easy mutter, as anyone who 
hns ever tried it knows to his grief.

The husky, 33-year- 
old Tiger fastballer thus hecame the third major leaguf- 
hurl two no-hitters in the ■ ~ 
same Beasbn. The righthander 
hurled the first no-hitter of 
his career May 15 when he 
handcuffed Washington by 
the same 1-0 score. 

The change by the official scorer 
made this one- of the .most unique 
masterpieces In diamond history. 

Phil Rizuto or the Yankees hit a 
bounding ball to shortstop Johnny 
peaky In the third Inning. Pesky 
appeared to field It cleanly, but 
Juggled the ball while pulling It from 
his mitt to make the throw. When 
he did get the peg off, It bounced 
late and^low to first base. 

Official- scorer John Dreblnger, 
veteran scribe of the New York 
Times, ruled It an error immediate- 
ly and then, after a moment's re- 
flection, decided that the ball had 
stuck In the webbing of Pesky- 
glove and changed It to a hit

sistence pf other writers. 

Blnce Trucks still was four In- 
nings away from the no-hltter, their 
action wasn't predicated entirely on 
the possibility that this fluke would 
be the only hit.

Dreblnger was willing to consult 
Pesky on the matter and to reverse 
himself if the shortstop admitted 
he had mishandled the ball.

To 'Purify' 
Tts Athletics 

SEATTLE. Aug. 38 <# Pr. Henry 
Schmltz. new president of the Uni- 
versity of Washington says the 
university intends to "purify" Its 
athletic program. 

SchmitE said in an Interview that 
athletic matters would be left to 
H. P. Everest; Vice president nf the 
university and former president of 
the Pacific Coast conference, of 
which the university Is a member. 

"We are going ahead on the prin- 
ciple that the main purpose of a uni- 
versity Is to educate," Everest said, 
"However, we firmly believe that 
athletics have an Important place 
In education. But we are determined 
that no student shall attend the 
university for the sole purpose of 
engaging In athletics or that he snail 
receive disproportionate compensa- 
tion for being an athlete." 

Everest said alumni groups will 
be required to turn over their grant- 
in-aid contributions to the uni- 
versity for distribution to athletes 
and that any athlete found accept- 
ing "under-the-table" payments will 
be subject to expulsion from the 
university.
